Military Roads Hastily 
Built To Insure Swift 
Maneuvering. 


PEIPING, Jan. 29.—(4)—Japan’s 
Manchukuan army today was report- 
ed busy consolidating its recent gains 
in Chahar as residents of that inner 
| Mongolian province, noting unwonted 
activity of Japanese troops, expressed 
fear that new raids were likely. 

A chief factor in the program of 
consolidation, reports reaching Peip- 
ing said, was the construction of mili- 
tary roads, for which hastily recruited 
peasant labor was being used, to in- 
sure swift maneuvering of the ad- 
vanced Japanese forces. 

The official Chinese central news 
agency reported the Japanese yester- 
day occupied the villages of Chiaochia- 
weitze and Yihochen, five miles east 
of Kuyuan, meanwhile withdrawing 
from Tungchetze. 

(Kuyuan and Tungchetze were two 
of three fortified cities in territory 
east of the wall, but claimed by 
China, which bore the brunt of the 
Japanese assault last week, in which 
nearly 300 persons. Peiping dis- 
patches said, were killed and many 
others wounded).

Delaying temporaril further action 
on Governor Talmadge's program, the 
general assembly Tuesday turned its 
attention to other matters, the house 
adopting a constitutional amendment 
to permit the next legislature to levy 
taxes on intangible properties and 
senate interest being centered in ac- 
tion by a committee in approving an- 
other amendment which would exempt 
from taxation for state purposes only 
$2,500 on owner-occupied homes, The 
latter action differed widely from the 
vote of the house committee which 
approved last week a $5,000 exemp- 


tion on owner-occupied homes on all 
taxes, state, city and county. 

The plan of the governor to set up 
a radio-equipped state highway patrol 
was taken up in both houses, but 
when nearly a score of representatives 
in the house sought to amend it and 
several offered substitutions it was re- 
ferred to a special committee whi

The amendments and substitutions 
offered in the house were not intended, 
their authors said, to bespeak opposi- 
tion to the highway patrol plan in 
general but only to the administration 
plan in particular. All of those who 
sought to amend the measure said 
they were for its adoption but insist- 
ed on the changes they proposed. 

The proposed amendment giving the 
legislature authority to tax intangible 
properties was presented by Repre- 
sentative Lanier, of Richmond county, 
and had been approved by the house 
committee on constitutional amend- 
ments. There is no limit placed on 
the tax the general assembly can levy 
if the amendment is approved. ; 

In speaking for his propose], Lanier 
declared that it merely classified the 
intangible properties for taxation. 
Seven votes in the house were cast 
against submission of the amendment, 
which must get a two-thirds majority 
in the senate and a two-thirds vote of 
the people in the next general election 
before the general assembly may levy 


tax. 

Battle Over Exemption. — 

The action of the senate committee 
on constitutional gmendments in ap- 
proving the $2, exemption on 
owner-occupied homes gave indication 
that there would be a battle over this 
amendment. 

Senator Atkinson, of Savannah, 
sponsor of the amendment, said that 
he did not think the exemption should 
apply to county, local and school dis- 
trict taxes because it would wipe out 
a greater part of their incomes and 
make some other taxation necessary. 

Tax authorities have stated that if 
the house plan is adopted it will wipe 
out between 80 and 85 per cent of 
the income from real property off the 
tax income reports, 

The senate also passed during the 
day one of Governor Talmadge’s moves 
to get the state out of debt when it 
voted unanimous „ to a pro- 
posal to divert an income tax refund 
account of $275,000 to the general 
treasury for application on the state’s 
obligations.

POINTS OF CHOICE 
FOR SELECTING MEAT. 

Do you know that jf you started 
out to serve a different cut of meat 
every day you would run for more 
than a hundred days, nearly one-third 
of a year, without a single repetition: 
I am sure if you were to go over our 
repertory. of meat. dishes we would 
find it extremely limited, certainly we 
could never count up .to a hundred— 
in meat cuts that come to our tables. 
We have a few old stand-bys and we 
serve them over and over again. With 
so wide a choice, the meat dish could 
be a grand surprise almost every 
meal. : 

Perhaps the very variety is bewil- 
dering, especially to the inexperienced 
housewife, and so she goes home from 
the market with one of the few cuts of 
meat with which she is familiar. But 
with meat forming, as it does, the 
basis of so many of our meals and 
being such an important article of 
diet, learning how to distinguish one 
cut: from another and how to prepare 
each cut, will be both interesting and 
profitable. 

Dealer Will Help You. 

But how to go about it? You have 
a willing and proficient teacher in 
your retail meat dealer. He displays 
in his show cases many different meat 
cuts for you to see—and buy, he 
hopes. If you see an unfamiliar meat 
cut in the market, or if you hear your 
friends talk about cooking a meat 
dish that is new to you, ask about 
it in the meat market. He will be 
able to give you all kinds of informa- 
tion that will be most valuable in 
adding to your meat repertory. 


How To Judge Quality. 


There is another hurdle in the path 
of the shopper for meat and that is 
how to judge the quality of the differ- 
ent meats. Of course, there are dif- 
ferences in quality of meat, just as in 
lettuce, tomatoes, potatoes, or any of 
the other commodities I should like 
to emphasize, however, that while one 
piece of meat may not be of the qual- 
ity of another piece of meat, the two 
pieces will be equally valuable from 
the standpoint of food value. 

But what are the points of choice 
which you should know, so that you 
may select meat of the quality which 
pleases you most? Here are a few 
suggestions which will help you to 

ize the quality of the meat you

When the kind of meat is chosen, 
whether it be beef, veal, pork or lamb, 
then the problem arises of choosing 
the cut. As you know, some cuts are 
suitable for roasts, while others are 
much more satisfactory when cooked 
by moist heat, as in a stew or pot- 
roast. Here is a list of the different 
cuts of meat according to the meth- 
ods by which they are most satisfac- 
torily cooked:

Business mat- 
ters were discussed between the two 
men. the letter said, with Hauptmann 
lending Fisch money to buy furs, 
Hauptmann wrote that he had been 
a machinist in Germany but found 
employment as a carpenter in Amer- 
ica, The two men, the letter said, 
planned to go into business together. 

“In my business there are great 
fluctuations, Some times I can lose 

almost everything. However, if I 
speculate successfully, I stand to win 
a substantial fortune.” 

The letter told of early business as- 
sociations,.and continued: 

We decided on November, 1933, to 
go into business with $35,000, each 
a half.” 

Fors Valued at $21,000. 


The value of stocks held by Haupt- 
mann in November, 1933, the letter 
said, was $12,000. Then the missive 
recited the value of furs of various 
kinds owned by Fisch at $21,000. 

Hauptmann wrote he paid Fisch 
$5.500 and still owed some on his 
half of the fur ownership. 

During the reading of the letter, 
Hauptmann sat at he defense table 
following the recital in German 
from the original. 

On November 14, 1933, Hauptmann 
said he drew $2,000 from his stock 
accounts and gave it to Fisch to de- 
fray the expenses for a trip abroad.

The route would be approxi- 
mately 18,000 miles long, as 
against the 12,000 of the England- 
to-Australia route, and the prizes 
are set at a minimum of $100,000, 
against the lesser prizes of 15,000 
pounds in the London-Melbourne 
race.

the years go by. 

Tung oil, which is secured from 
the fruit of the tung tree, is now 
chiefly produced in China. Exten- 
sive experiments in all sections of 
the world have conclusively proven 
that the tung tree will flourish no- 
where except in southern China and 
in the gulf coast states of America. 

This oil, used as the quick-drying 
element in paints and varnishes of 
that nature, is now an important 
world commodity. One hundred 
million gallons are now imported 
annually into the United States from 
China. Since the oil can be pro- 
duced in even finer quality in the 
south on land not rated as the best 
agricultural acreage, it is inevitable 
that in time this section will sup- 
ply the requirements of the Amer- 
ican market, and probably of other 
markets in competition with the 
Chinese oil. 

The federal department of com- 
merce is lending every aid and en- 
couragement to the development of 
a tung oil industry in the south. 
Under the supervision of Dr. C. G. 
Concannon, chief of the chemical 
division of the department, a com- 
petent and aggressive federal offi- 
cial, experts have made careful in- 
vestigations in the various gulf 
States and given the benefit of their 
observations to those who have be- 
come interested in tung oil produc- 
tion. 

Georgia has been slow in awaken- 
ing to the opportunity presented in 
the production of tung oil. Already 
thousands of acres of young trees 
are growing in Louisiana, Mississip- 
pi and Florida and mills for the ex- 
traction of the oil have been con- 
Structed. Only in a few counties 
along the Florida line have a com- 
paratively few trees been planted in 
The fine development of 
these trees and their heavy oil pro- 
duction have conclusively demon- 
Strated the success certain to at- 
tend the development of the new 
industry in the state.

Johnson’s age and iron-gray hair 
belie his vigor in debate on the sen- 
ate floor. He speaks seldom, but is 
always listened to. Sitting idly on 
the republican side of the senate, he 
rests his chin on the heel of his hand 
with his fingers over his mouth. When 
speaking, he often makes a hacking 
motion of the right hand for emphasis. 

This medium height senator who 
dresses conservatively is one of those 
who attend all sessions, He is mar- 
ried and has a grown son. 

The “Johnson political machine in 
California” is often mentioned, but 
the senator says he has no organiza- 
tion, just “a lot of friends.” He re- 
ceives about 100 letters daily from 
constituents, 

In 1920 Johnson is said to have re- 
fused the vice presidential nomination 
of his party. Coolldge took it and 
became president when Harding died.

He was then a 
rather old man and could not give as 
much skill to the new project as it 
needed. The work which he caused to 
be started was of importance, how- 
ever, even though his company did 
not complete it. 

The United States government at 
last obtained rights to take over the 
building of the canal. An attempt 
was made to carry it through by con- 
tracts with private firms, but it seem- 
ed that the problem was too big for 
them. The work was placed in charge 
of engineers of the American army, 
with Colonel George W. Goethals at 
their head. 

Dr. William C. Gorgas did great 
work in leading the campaign against 
mosquitoes which spread yellow fever 
over the canal zone. 

Two hundred and forty million eu- 
bie yards of mud, sand, earth and dock 
were removed, and the canal was 
opened to traffic in 1914, 10 years 
after the American government took 
over the project. 

During the period of building, great 
slides of earth and stone took place, 
filling up the passage which had been 
cut and adding millions of cubic yards 
to what had to be removed. The to- 
tal cost, “as of June 30, 1921,” has 
been estimated at a little more than 
half a billion dollars. 

That was a low price to pay for 
a canal joining the Atlantic and the 
Pacific,

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Noted Minister Denies 
He Is Atheist and Pleads 
for Democracy. 


JULIAN HARRIS. — 
Dr. John Haynes Holmes, pastor of 
the Community church of New York 
city, lectured Tuesday night in the 
Wesley Memorial church on the sub- 
ject of “Hitlerism vs. Bolshevism: 1 
Comparative Revolutions. 

When Dr. —— arrived in At- 
lanta in the late afternoon, he was 
met by a committee from the Atlanta 
unit of Junior Hadassah. In answer 
to queries, Dr. Holmes smilingly dis- 
avowed any tendencies toward atheism 
or advocacy of communism. 

“Nothing could be more absurd than 
to call me an atheist. I have been a 
preacher of religion for 30 years. 
I hold two degrees ef doctor of di- 
vinity as well as unchallenged mem- 
bership in ministerial societies. Next 
month I shall give five lectures at 
Grinnell College to a state convention 
of ministers on Protestantism in rela- 
tion to the present crisis. I mention 
such matters not because there is any 
particular interest in them, but mere- 
ly as evidence that any suggestion that 
I am an atheist is as ridiculous as it 
is untrue. 

Danger in Communism. 


“T should like to set at rest any 
talk to the effect that | am a com- 
munist because I am a member of the 
American Civil Liberties Union. That 
is an ancient but long-lived lie. I 
happen to be an American who be- 
lieves in the constitutional guarantee 
of free thought and free speech to the 
people of this country, and who be- 
lieves the guarantee means what it 
says. And such a belief in freedom 
of thought, speech and assemblage has 
precisely nothing in common with 
communism, For the communists of 
Russia deny freedom in their country 
exactly as certain groups would. deny 
it in this country. 

“As a matter of fact, the democ- 
racy, the liberty, which our fathers 
gave to the world 150 years ago is now 
fighting for its life. It is being at- 
tacked from the left by the commu- 
nists, who believe in a dictatorship of 
armed power, which means the end of 
democracy. And it is being attacked 
on the right by fascists, who believe 
in a dictatorship. of armed power, 
which again means the death of every- 


“Americans of all opinions and 
parties should, whatever their differ- 
ences in other matters, stand together 
in vindication of the principle. of lib- 
erty as against those who would de- 
stroy this principle for any reason or 
to any end.“ 

Government by Terror. 

Speaking of Hitlerism as against 
bolshevism, Dr. Holmes referred to the 
latter as a revolution of the extreme 
left and the nazi regime as a revolu- 
tion of the extreme right. 

“These two -revolutions,” said Dr. 
Holmes, “are identical in certain mat- 
ters which should be of the liveliest 
concern to the American people. 

“For example, first, they both— 
Hitlerism and bolshevism—believe in 
the use of force and violence for the 
accomplishment of their ends. In 
Russia and Germany alike, you find 
government by terror. The red army 
in Moscow and the brown shirts in 
Berlin are engaged in the same busi- 


ness, 

“Secondly, both movements wipe out 
all minority groups, and establish a 
totalitarian state. In Russia, there is 
only one political party. All others 
are outlawed, their members exiled or 
killed and their organizations de- 
atroved. In Germany, the first thing 
Hitler did was to destroy the social 
democrats, the nationalist party and 
the Catholic centrist party. . 

“Thirdly, bolshevists and Hitlerites 
alike, deny all exercise of civil lib- 
erty. In both countries you have an 
absolute denial of free speech, free 
press, and free assembly. In such 
matters as these the two revolutions 
are identical.” 

Their Economie Systems Differ. 

There are other matters, however, 
according to Dr. Holmes, “in which 
they are fundamentally different. For 
example, in the matter of the economic 
systems of both countries. In the eco- 
nomic field, Russia is attempting a 
great economic experiment. It is try- 
ing to establish a state in which al 
the people will enjoy the same ecé- 
nomic rights and privileges. Russia 
has established what may be called a 
great economic corporation—the na- 
tion—in which every man or woman 
has an equal share. The citizen is 
the worker, and every worker is on 
a plane of perfect equality with every 
other worker. This is the world’s first 
ad venture in economic freedom. 

“The nazis in Germany, on the 
other hand, have established a system 
of economic feudalism. Hitler has en- 
slaved the workers of Germany. He 
has destroyed their trade unions, tak- 
en away their rights and privileges un- 
der the law, and made them serfs of 
the great industrialists. This is a re- 
turn to the dark ages.” 

Treatment of Women. 

“Another difference between Russia 
and Germany,” continued Dr. Holmes, 
“is in the matter of their treatment of 
women. 

“Revolutionary Russia has freed the 
Russian woman. In everything that 
pertains to women—political rights, 
industrial opportunity, her rights in 
marriage and divorce, and control of 
her own children, the Russian woman 
today is the freest woman in the 
world. 

“Hitler. on the other hand, has rob- 
bed the German women of all the 


dred years of sacrifice and struggle. 
He has driven her from the schools 
and universities, shut her out of busi- 
ness and the professions, and forced 
her back into social servitude. 


Persecution of Jews. 


“Lastly, need I speak of the Jews? 
The bolshevists, whatever their crimes
